"thredtened to drive out the garrison,
My, Labram Installed a pumping sys-
tem, nnd secured an ample flow of
water from n deep pit In one of the
diamond-mines,  To prevent night at-
tacks, Le Improvised a number of huge
search-lights, and mounted them on the
corners of the fortifieations, whence
every night they swept the surround-
Ing plains.

The siege had not continued long be-
fore the garrvison began to run short
of shells for their twelve seven-pounder
guns, Shell-making Is a highly speeinl-
fzed trade; but Mr. Labram, after ex-
amining a seven-pound shell, designed
an entirely new missile of lLls own t9
fit the gung, aud began in a short time
turning them out of his machine-shop
\at the rate of sixty or seventy a day
—sgliells 8o good that after an exhaus-
tive test In service they were pralsed
as Yextraordinary” by wmilitary experts.

But ammunition for spyen-pounders
was not enough. The DBoers soon
brought up a huge Creusot cannon, of
‘slx-lnch eallber, which was able to
bomberd the town from a long distance,
and if oot replied to, would soon have
wiped ount the defenders. Mr. Labram
gat nbout constructing, with the faclll-
ties of the dipmond-mine repair-shops,
a cannon which could reply.

To Kill Snssafras Roots.

It may be grubbed
year after year and every root tnken
out that ean be, and still there will.be
roots left that will sprout up, and soon
the sassafras will be thicker than ever,
and the area of sassafras brush will
be enlarged rather than diminished.
No amount of grubbing will permanent-
Iy rid a fleld of sassafras. The most
successful method of fighting sassafras
I have ever tried Is to cut off the
gprout at the top of the ground and to
pasture with eattle and sheep until the
roots dle, or If the trees are large, peel
them two or three feet above the
ground and pasture until the roots die.

Locust Destroyers.
In Argentina, as In Afriea and Asla,

reglons more llable to devastation.
Large numbers of locusts were found
dead and microscopieal examination
shiowed that they had been destroyed
by a natural esemy—a specles of fly
which ate into the body of the locust,
und there deposited ts larvme which de-
veloped Into a life prodigiously multl-
plied. Experiments are now being made
to test whether this fly ean thrive ln
reglons which are recognized as the
iucubnting places of the locust. The
Avgentine agricultural department s
breeding the flies for this purpose,

though under effective control.
Potato Spraying Saved 822 per Acre,
In the efforts to make potato spray-
ing popular among the farmers of the
State, the New York experlment station
at Geneva has been carrylng on ©o-op-
erative tests with farmers in all parts
of the State. As a result of the spray-
ing carried on by forty-one farmers on
a total of 3063 acres, the avernge galn
due to spraying was fifty-elght bushels
per ncre, at a cost of about £5 per acre,
giving a net profit of about £22 per acre,
wfter panying the expense of spraying.
